A brick cottage owned by a man 
named Qmber, at 70 Wright street, 
had the nof dempUshed and a two- 
story frame honae at 77 was badly 

shattered. 

A cottage on Barber street, in the rear 
of the falling building, was completely 
demolished. To add to the total de- 
struction of the dwellings m sn t joa e d, 
the piles of debris caught fire ttom an 
overturned >.U)V«.

The list shows a total mileage of 2.K03,- 
34 miles, which, as compared with lag^ 
year's milease of 2.481.78 milesi, is nn in- 
crease for I S'.H) 'f 321.56 miles, or nearly 
tan miles mure than a mile a day for aaoh 
arorklng day in the year. 

The total valuation of all the railroads 
forl890i8$45,921 192, which ia an increase 
OTsr laat year'a valoation of $S,0S1,297. 
By reason of the general exemption law 
from taxation for fire yeara of all new 
nllroada and special esemption laws for 

certain other roads, the tot d vnlnationof 
the taxable railroads is only $34 737,401, 
or a diffarence of $11,183,791 between the 
total valuation and total taxable valuation 
of the railroai 8 in the State. In other 
words the exemption laws deprive the 
Btate, county and moaioipalitiaa through 
which aneh roads may rnn of tasaa for 
1890 on $11,183,791, which, for State pur- 
poaei alone, at 42} cents on each $100 
Tsloatlon. would yield $47,S31 IS. While 
there ia anob a great difference t)etween 
the total valnation of all the roada and 
total Talaation of all the tasable raedafor 
1890, the difference between the total 
Vitluation of the taxable roada for 1890 
and that for 1889 is only $684,821. This 
great difference ia dne to the small in- 
crease of taxable valuations and the large 
increase of new and non-taxable roads.
